THE ELECTIO N ,—By Victor L. Berger. 


T he battle is over. We have elected twelve aWermen and have 
niade > pt'n of 2,000 votes over the vote of our city ticket in 
IQQ4. This means substantial progress both in the vote and 
tM representation. 

We have every reasoi to be well satisfied. 

Wilfiara A. Arnold polled last Tuesday 16,833 votes according to 
the Elnglish daily papers, and i 7 Ai 7 votes according to tltc Gemtan 
daily papers. Victor L. Berger received 15>09I votes in the celebrated 
firing election two years ago. Therefore it is absolutely sure that we 
have gaine3 about 2,000 votes. It is also sure ilu^.|}ic have more than 
held the Debs vote of the fall of 1904, which wa*. 17,060. And the 
vote this time was even more “straiglit” than ever before.

But the capitalist papers of Milwaukee try tOjJbnsolc themselves. 
They say the Socud-Democrats gained ail rigHt on the surface of the 
figures. But we must "go behind the returns,” they say. 

“In the spring of 1904 llie S. L. P. receivwl in this city 3.600 
votes, 3,000 of which you Social-Democrats claimed at that time as 
yours, because the S. L. P. had never in its existence received more 
than 500 votes in the citv of Milwaukee, and usually less than 200. 
Yoo Sodal-Democcats said two years ago that these 3000 were new 
• sympathisers, who did not know the diflerence between the Social- 
Democratic party and the S. L. P. and simply pulled the wrong lever. 
Therefore, the total Socialist vote in Milwankee two years ago was 
iS/xm and now it is only 17,000.” 

All right. Let's go bmind the returns. We repeat that the S. L. P. 
vote in the spring of 1904 was not meant for it, because in the presi¬ 
dential election of that year, thc.S. L. P. received less than too votes 
in Milwaukee, and this year its vote varies from 90 to 113. 

Yet, we nevertheless claim a substantial Social - Democratic 
gmn oveir the Berger vote of the spring 1904. 

- The' \7fxx> votes we have now received are Social-Democratic 
votes. Two years ego I received a good many votes on account of the 
geiMual indignation about the mft revelations'. Quite a few non-So¬ 
cialists believed that I.would be the man who could wield the.iron 
broom and dean oat the Augean stable in the city hall. 

. In other words the. ^,000 S. L. P. votes came from sympathizers, 
not from Socialists. This was also plainly shown by the fact that they 
did not know the difiference between the Social-Democratic parfy and 
the S. L. P. Only the 15,090 Social-Democratic votes were really 
Socialist votes. 

: So the vote of i7fiW for Arnold is not only a gain “on the surface”. 
as ^ capitalist papm ny to make out, but it is even a more real and 
labstantim gain if we do go “behind tlM returns.”

If any further proob were necessary, it would be best shown by 
the following facts. In the election last Tuesday we lost in the down¬ 
town districts and the better residence districts. We held our own sr 
made heavy g^ms in all the wards where worldngn^ live. The vpte 
we obtained Tuesday contained few protest votes, if any. 

In other reflects, the ^ain is also very snbstwtud. We have car- 
sied ux wanb—«• did Dand S Rose. We have gained five new alder¬ 
men and one new supervisor. We base reelected our justices of the 
peace and made odier gains. 

It b. troe, we lost one ward and two 'aldermen. Otherwise, our 
npresentatioa in the common oooncil wonid be as strong as the repre- 
■entation of the Democratic party, whtdi way in power nntit last Tiie»- 
day. But while we have lost both Frederic Heath and Albert J. Welch 
from the coanc3—which hr Bk way, is a greater loss to the city 
of Mihrasikce than to the 'Soctal-DenKxxatic party—bodi Heath and 
Welch received Mere voUt thia time when mev were defeated than 
diqr did two years ago when tfan were elected. WliUe most of the old 
party c a nd idii te eeveo when re-dected received len votes. 

But from now on, we shall be represented in the common council 
by 14 aUe^rS!'* SSfd have oonsiderabie more power than we had before. 
We dttll hm enough men to lay over measures independ^y, enou^ 
mm to block bad ImUlatioa, rank and graft, more cfiPectWefy than m- 
the past In Aart, m Social-Democrats.wni be even more tfaie “center 
of attention” during the next two years than in the last board of 
aldermen.

That we did not carry the dty of hlilwankce tins time is due to 
three ififferent circumstances: 

First. The capitalist press and capitalut politicians very shrewdly 
created a ' ^^Irmter Milwaukee” l^rsleria just a few weeks More eke- 
tion. Our .^tOctalM aldermen had to vote agauist giving away franchises 
to private corporatiom, because these fran^ses m no instanrr guarded 
the r^b of the community as a wbole,andmno instance protoitedthe 
rights of Uk laboring people. This stand, was unpopular widi men 
and kept us from makinglnaore converts to our cause at this time, tt 
was uM by the capitalist press and the capitalist pdliricians to charge 
ns with standing out- against a “Greater Milwatdiee,” against more 
business, and agaiiM more promss. Nonscnsieal as tbb efaam was,

In one of the most peculiar cam¬ 
paigns in tile history of the city 
the Soctaf-Oemoerte of Milwan- 
kee came out vtctorions in their al- 
dettnanic fight on Tuesday, incre^ 
ing their representation in the pity 
council, to twelve and in the county 
board to ^e. Also electing two 
jnatic^ of the peace and three 
constaMfSi With every daily paper 
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in die city practically closed to them 
unth almost the test days of the 
esntyaign, setting ^lp between them 
and the reading pul^ s wallorbidi 
was hard to overcome with qmcial 
and party literature and the re¬ 
sources of s workioa clam party, 
they nevertheless belo their vote of 
two years ago m city candidates. 
Never yvas tlie heed of a daily party 
paper more clearly shown. 

On T'jesday wning LicdsrtafeJ 
HaB, on Prairie street, corner of 
Sevenh:, eras packed with a joyful, 
boisterous concourse of ooirrsdes, 
wlw cheered and cheer^ as the re¬ 
turns were read and it was ae^ 
thata larger mimbcr of officiala had 
beoi de<te. The earlier returns, 
from, the Socialist wards especially 
showed gains for the party that |n- 
£cate the possi b ility of the dty 
ikdtet faauiag carried, but the latter 
lepo t te from tiic downtown words 
(fitpciled this. Nevertiielets the So- 
daliste knew how to be thankful 
for the victories thw had achieved 
and it was a late hour when the 
lamtiiag oomrades dispersed to their 
homes. Twrive aldcrinen in the 
city coundl, with neither the Re¬ 
publicans nor the DenmeraU in a 
majority' gives the possibility of 
still better and more effective legis- 
teve work for tl^ next two years, 
than the fine record made by 
the lUK SodaEit altiermdi in the 
bst coundL 

The Social-Democrats pui in a 
hard campaign aiid distributed 
large amounts of literature in an 
effort to break down the wall of 
silence erected gainst them by the 
daily inapitalistic press. A great 
amount of literature was givw out 
at the factories as well as in the 
bouse to honse distributinn on 
SiaMta^ 11160-meetings were un- 
usnaily swccesfol, ti»c Patterson 
meeting; at the Bahn Frd Turn 
HaB, Bt inatance, being the largest 
g ath ef in ji ever assembled in that 
iSr 'ftA'i'-lilOsi Stedman, and 
otiur meeting trere also big ones. 

As to dte rieiecnts that entered 
itato the resuk, so tar as the dty 
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tile ward a (lock of slickly dressed 
strangers who went from saloon to 
saloon spending money lavishly and 
engaging in conversation with all 
they could reach and running down 
the Socialists They disappcarctl 
as suddenly as iltey lud conw, and 
it was generally believed that the)- 
were sent into tlie ward by the Gas 
Light company. Street railway 
money also was sent into the ward, 
and then after the nomination of 
young Becker the heelers and fine 
workers were staked by him and 
made the rounds of the saloons al¬ 
most nightly exhibiting gold pieces, 
making heavy bets and indicating 
that there w-as more Becker nicmcy 
if they needed it. Added to this 
were appeals to nativistic prejudices 
aiid other like methods,,, all of 
which, be it said for the dwent peo¬ 
ple of the Tenth ward changed only 
a very few people — though 
:h to accomplish the purpose 
It. The Tenth Ward loses two 
nf the hardest working aldermen in 
the council and two absolutely 
faithful servants. . ^ 

The rise of Social-Democracy ui 
the Tenth Ward is interesting. In

Democrats rcoeivro IJ072 for 
governor, the Republicans 1,439 
and the De m ocrats 715. This yw 
the Socud-Democrats polled 1,10a 
for mityor, as against 1,481 for the 
Repnbdcans and 840 for the Demo¬ 
crats, (In the Spring of 1904 the 
Social-Democrate cast Xfiii for 
mayor.) Altboityh both Sodal- 
Democrstic aidernien were defeat¬ 
ed this year, they both increased 
their vote over two years ago. 
Heath’s gain being 75 and Wriim's 
6a . Tbm b coteort in the fact 
tte our party continues to grow 
in the Tcn^ steadily and with sure 
steps.
